Unless one has made himself 
familar with the consumption sit. 
uation in Canada, it is hardly | 
possible to appreciate the great. | 
ness of the work that has been!

Free Hospital for Consumption at 
Gravenhurst. It is learned that | 
though the doors were opened for 
admission of patients oat in the 


end of April last, there are now | — 


sixty patients in residence, and 
the applications are so many that} 
the trustees have given instruc- | 
tions to have the accommodation | 
immediately increased to 100 
patients. ‘They have undertaken | 
this additional expense purely on| 
faith, and in response to the piti- | 
ful calls that are coming to the 
otfice every day from applicants. 

Mr. Robertson, the se eretary | 
says:—The patients,.if they are | 
able to pass the medical examina- | 
tion, will be admitted absolutely | 
without asinglo cent being paid | 
for their maintenance, and will be} 
kept inthe institution as long as
